Please amend claim 1 1 as follows: 
| J^(amended) A purified peptide designated p53as peptide which peptide is present in p53as 
protein of a mammal and is identical to the unkfue carboxy terminal region of p53as which 
distinguishes p53as protein from p53 protein/said peptide containing a unique epitope which is 
not present in p53 said peptide containing a peptide sequence selected from the group consisting 
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ofSPNCand SPPC. 
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
